Burgos, Spain—VP)—A blanket de- 


cree providing exile or loss of citi- 
zenship 
for Spaniards 
deemed 


"traitors" before the civil war and 
anti-Franco political leaders after 
start of the war was promulgated 
today by the insurgent regime. 


On what he called the eve of the 
"total liberation o£ Spain" Insurgent 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco se- 
lected the date of the unsuccessful 
October, 1934, socialist rebellion in 
Asturias as the first deadline applic- 
able to those in conquered territory 
who will be outside the pale. 


i, 
Franco's decree also aimed at bar 
vmonizing the civil interests of the 
conquerors and the conquered. 


Insurgent authorities said the de- 


cree, called the "law of politicial 
responsibilities," was intended to 
protect the economic life of indi- 
viduals, especially those who live 
in territory recently in government 
bands. 
They said its intent was to assure 


such persons who were innocent of 
"subversive activities" against the 
insurgents the same civil rights as 
have been accorded the people of 
insurgent Spain. 


Tribunals composed of represen- 


tatives of the army, ministry of 
justice and falange Espanola (fas- 
cist party, will determipe to what 
extent political activities of persons 
newly - incorporated in Franco 
Spain shall affect their civil rights. 


Officials declared it was not a 


punitive law. 


MADRID ATTACKED 


Perpignan, France 
(Xcar

Spanish Frontier)—m—Spanish in- 
surgent guns, hurling shells into the 
heart of Madrid, brought the civil 
war back today to the ancient cap- 
ital, where the government 
was 


striving to rally its dwindling for- 
ces.Government dispatches said that 
more than 100 shells fell in the 
crowded central streets of Madrid 
Sunday, killing 16 persons 
and 


wounding 23. Steady repetitions of 
the bombardment were feared. In- 
surgent air raids on government ci- 
ties caused more than 10 deaths at 
Jativa. 40 miles south of Valencia, 
and 20 deaths and injuries to 55 at 
Alicante. Valencia also was bomb- 
ed.The central Madrid-Valencia rone 
had been quiet while the insurgents 
carried out the campaign in north- 
eastern Spain, which started Dec. 
23 and ended last week in the con- 
quest of Catalonia.

Lawyer Argues in Vain 
For Dismissal of Con- 
spiracy, Felony Counts 


New York—d>—Judge Charles C. 


Nott, Jr., denied a defense motion 
today for dismissal of the 
case 


against James J. Hines, political 
leader now being tried a 
second 


time on conspiracy charges that he 
used his influence to abet the $20,- 
000,000 lottery racket operated by 
the late Arthur "Dutch Schultz" 
Flegenheimer. 


Lloyd Paul Stryker, chief of de- 


fense counsel, had argued in the ab- 
sence of the jury for dismissal of 
the one conspiracy and 12 felony 
counts against Hines. 


Stryker challenged the failure of 


the conspiracy count to come with- 
in the two-year statutory limitation 
for misdemeanors, and said the in- 
dictment was' invalid. 
The first 


Hines' indictment, he said, was re- 
turned May 26,1938, and added that 
District Attorney Thomas E. Dewey 
had not charged any overt act after 
May 26, 1936. 


Judge Nott said he would leave 


it to the jury to decide -whether the 
conspiracy, in fact, was outlawed by 
the statute of limitations. 


Cites Court Baling 


As to the felony counts, Stryker 


said that at most they were misde- 
meanors. He cited an appellate di- 
vision ruling holding that a policy 
game was not a lottery and hence 
was only a misdemeanor. 


Thus, he argued, the felony counts 


should be considered as misdemean- 
or statutes were intended, merely to 
supplement the law. He said the 
case cited by Stryker was the only 
decision in the United States "that 
ever pretends policy is not a lottery. 


Dewey charged that Hines in in- 


voking the statute of limitations 
was "trying to get a bath of immu- 
nity" through a technical maneuver. 
He contended that the conspiracy 
continued until October, 193& The 
district attorney cited cases which 
held that a defendant was required 
to offer proof of withdrawal of a 
conspiracy. 


Of the 12 felony counts, Judge 


Nott said the only question 
was 


whether these counts, under New 
York state law. were felonies or 
misdemeanors. The statute of limi- 
tations on felonies is five years. 


The judge held that Dewey had 


cited a sufficient number of cases to 
sustain the felony charges.

In order to maintain its own dignity 


the Senate, by an 
overwhelming 
vote, 


nearly ten to one, refused to confirm Mr. 
Roosevelt's appointment of one Roberts 
to a federal judgeship in Virginia. 


As a matter of fact the President was 


not only right but clearly so. 


Not even a breath of objection was re- 


ceived against the qualifications of Mr. 
Roberts. It was conceded that he was a 
highgrade citizen of long experience in 
legal affairs, and otherwise of excellent 
qualifications, but he had not been rec- 
ommended by the Virginia senators. They 
in fact had recommended other equally 
capable and well qualified men. 
Some- 


times we appear to forget that for va- 
cancies of this sort there are hundreds 
who are qualified and could do the work 
well and satisfactorily. 


The Senate refused confirmation of 


. Mr. Roosevelt's appointment in order to 


preserve its own. power, dignity and au- 
thority. And yet the constitution gives 
the right to nominate a man for office to 
the President and not to the Senate. We 
often hear it said that we must be and 
remain a country of laws and not of men. 
But here we see that we are a country of 
men and not of laws. The rule is not 
rigid. Sometimes we are one thing and. 


"^ sometimes another. Sometimes the Sen- 


ate confirms a presidential appointment 
over the protest of the senators of the 
state affected. 


Irrespective of politics the Virginia 


•cnators are popular men with their col- 
leagues. They are straight shooters. They 
have, splendid ability. They are there- 
fora highly respected. And when they 
tell their brethren of the senate that 
* nomination is offensive to them simply 


' beeause.they were not consulted about it 
, fir their recommendations disregarded 


they find sympathy and support in' gen- 
trous quantities. 


But the story is not completed by the 


detail of the facts.thus far. The President, 
too, knew that the Virginia senators rec- 
jpmmended well-qualified men for the va- 
eancy, one of -whom might have been ap- 
pointed with good regard for the public 
welfare. But our noble president has be- 
come angered at tunes at the criticism 
aimed at him by the senators from Vir- 
ginia. Hence'he spurns their recommen- 
dations. He will show them a thing or 
two. And they end up by showing him 
several things themselves. 


This, as we said, is an example of 


government by men and not laws. Or 
ehould we say by boys?

The current movement to ban the use 


of fireworks in Applcton should not be 
allowed to languish long in the common 
council. Fourth of July celebrations may 
.seem remote in February, but time still 
has its habit of slipping by rapidly. 


To delay passage of an anti-fireworks 


ordinance is to ask for trouble. So long 
as the law is not in existence, retailers

quandry. Law enforcement agencies with 
an objective of thoroughly educating us 
to the seriousness of the new law will be 
considerably handicapped. Should the or- 
dinance not be passed until late in the 
spring—when weather and the availabil- 
ity of fireworks join hands—the possibil- 
ities of a celebration on the eve of the 
new law's effectiveness are rather too 
horrible to contemplate.

NUTRITIONAL DEFICIENCY 
Can the mere addition of a suit- 


able iodln ration to the ordinarj 
plan of living or the restoration of 
an optimal supply of vitamins to 
the everyday diet, or both together 
bring back natural color to hair 
that is turning gray? I ask the ques- 
tion. You answer it. I refuse to an- 
swer on the ground that it might 
tend to make my teachings seem 
preposterous to some of you pessi- 
mists, and you know, most prema 
turely aged folk are rather pessi- 
mistic—or maybe it is vice versa. 


All I shall say about preventing 


hair from turning gray or bringing 
the natural color back to gray hair 
is that a good many correspondents 
have assured me that the iodin ra- 
tion, or the optimal vitamin intake, 
or both, have not only stopped the 
hair from turning gray but have 
apparently restored some of the 
natural color, and I am credulous 
enough to believe there may be 
something in it Anyway, I do 
know that neither the iodin ration 
nor the optimal vitamin intake can 
do any harm in any case. 


Altho not yet ready to go on rec- 


ord concerning restoring natural 
color to gray hair, I unhesitatingly 
say that the prematurely aging in- 
dividual who will adopt and follow 
consistently a corrective regimen 
(which will be duly outlined in 
succeeding articles may reasonably 
expect to achieve more or less re- 
juvenation, physical and physio- 
logical. 
Wrinkles in the skin are univer- 


sally regarded as a sign of old age. 
But some persons have more wrin- 
kles at thirty or thirty-five than 
others have at twice the age. Age 
alone cannot explain wrinkles. The 
actual cause of wrinkles is nutri- 
tional deficiency, particularly, in 
my opinion, deficiency of the vita- 
limit or an increase in grants will 
be recommended, while it is possi- 
ble that a little of both may be 
proposed.

We will simply make 
extraordinary efforts to keep East 
off the lead, whether or not he 
holds the jade of clubs with three 
guards. Now that we have located 
the danger and found a way to 
guard against it, everything is clear 
Jailing. We take the first trick, 
cross to the heart ace or the dia- 
mond king (preferably the former)^ 
and 
lead the ten of clubs from 


dummy. East, of course, is not ac- 
commodating enough to cover but 
that does not bother us. We sim- 
ply duck, playing the three from 
our own hand. Mind you, we do 
not know that East has the club 
jack with three others, nor that he 
has the jack at all, but we are per- 
fectly -willing to make a present 
of this trick to West The latter 
cannot attack our guarded spade 
honor, and we, of course, have con- 
trol of the other three suits.

A Short History of China 


VI—Kublal Khan 


The great Wall of China helped 


to keep out enemies, but it was 
not enough to save the country 
from the Mongols. Thousand of 
Mongol soldiers swept Into the 
land north of the Yellow River. 


The 
early 
Mongols 
seem to 


have lived in central or north- 
central Asia. Probably they were 
related to both the Chinese and 
the Turks. 


Chinese at work on Grand canal 


in reign of Kublai Khan. 
The Mongols were tent-dwellers 


who kept herds of sheep and other 
livestock. 
They had fast-footed 


ponies, and were expert riders. 


Eight hundred years ago, the 


Mongols began proving their pow- 
er as "conquerors." 
When Jen- 


ghis Khan (that is, Prince or Lord 
Jenghis) came to the throne, he 
led soldiers far and wide over 
Asia, and greatly added to the 
emoire his father had left to him. 


The armies of Jenghis marched 


into northern India, 
and swept 


through western parts of Russia. 
They also invaded northern China. 


Jenghis had in him "the lust for 


war," and he passed it on to his 
sons. 
They led armies in differ- 


ent directions, and before 
long 


the Mongols were masters of mosl 
of Asia, and of Europe as far as 
Moscow and Hungary. 


There .was horror in the Mongol 


conquests. 
Thousands 
of men 


women and children .were killec 
in cities which were captured. 


One of the erandsons of Jenghis 


was Kublai Khan. He helped to 
finish the conquest of China, bui 
he was a different sort of a man. 
When his soldiers captured a city, 
he would not let them harm those 
who had surrendered. 


Kublai, the grand khan of the 


Mongols, went to a 
city then 


known as Yenking. and made it 
the capital of his emcire. Later 
the citv came to be called Peking 


Kublai was on the thronex for 


34 years, and during his long rule 
in China he did some things which 
were good, as well as some not 
so good. 
He had a keen mind 


and always wanted to add to his 
knowledge. He was. for the mos 
part, kindlv in nature, but the ola 
Mongol spirit of conquest was in 
him. and it led him to order new 
wars to be carried on. 


While Kublai was ruling, the 


Grand canal was finished. 
This 


canal is one of the most famous 
ever dug. and it gave the Chinese 
a far better way to travel anc 
transport goods than they had had 
before.

London — W) — George Rublee. 


American director of the intergov- 
ernmental refugee committee, plac- 
ed his resignation from that position 
and Chancellor Hitler's promise of 
a conditional truce with Jews be- 
fore the committee today. 


The resignation was accepted and 


Sir Herbert Emerson, League of 
Nations assistant high commission- 
er for refugees, was appointed as 
successor to Rublee. 


Rublee informed the committee 


that he had told President Roosevelt 
originally he could work only tem- 
porarily at the refugee office. His 
stay in London was extended be- 
cause German government officials 
had delayed receiving him about 
proposals for the emigration of Ger- 
man Jews. 


Rublee expected to sail for the 


United States at the end of the 
week, He is 70. a native of Madison, 
Wis., a one time member of the 
inter-allied maritime commission 
and international lawyer. He was 
elected permanent executive direct- 
or of the intergovernmental refu- 
gee body in London Aug. 3, follow- 
ing a meeting—called upon the ini- 
tiative of Mr. Roosevelt—of repre- 
sentatives of 32 nations in Evians- 
les Bains. 


Hitler's Plan

died the Hitler refugee plan which 
was understood to stiuplate: 


1. Jews would be permitted to re- 


turn to their trade and industrial 
jobs from which they were ousted, 
until an emigration scheme is ac- 
cepted or rejected bv the commit- 
tee. 


2. Young, active Jews—estimated 


to number 150.000 of the nearly 
700,000 Jews in Germany—would be 
given permission to emigrate pro- 
vided they would arrange later to 
finance the emigration of parents 
and other relatives. 


3. Older Jews would be guaran- 


teed against further nazi anti-Jew- 
ish legislation while the emigration 
scheme is in operation. 


4.-A trust fund would be created 


out of Jewish property in Germany 
on which emigrating Jews would 
be able to draw for passage and 
equipment and machinery needed 
in countries to which they were go- 
ing.

I do not use the 
firms' names because I have not checked his state- 
ments — another responsibility of the press. 
' But I wonder if anyone believes that a company 
manufacturing huge quantities of flour would know- 
ingly permit a barrel to go out to the market con- 
taining impure matter, or one of the big Chicago 
packing companies would similarly risk commercial 
opprobrium to save the price of a few measly hams, 
I can't remember when I last saw a flour ad in a

newspaper, and I chance a guess that, since home baking went out of 
style and the bakeries took over the work, the big milling companies 
have found it profitless to advertise direct in anything like the old vol- 
ume, although the grocers sometimes advertise flour incidentally. The 
packers' products are advertised, but to <t large extent only indirectly in 
the announcement of local dealers, 
chain or independent Some candj 
companies advertise, but there an 
many small operators who do not 


Nowadays Washington is so big 


that it is impossible to dig out anc 
print every item of news, and such 
incidents as these fines are unim- 
portant by comparison with the po- 
litical news. But aside from that 
a people who consume vast amounts 
of food in greasy spoon restaurants 
which do not advertise and always 
carry on their own hands the germs 
of awful ills cannot be menaced 
very seriously by occasional errors 
in the 'preparation and marketing 
of quantity goods.
